Will it be light 
and gay, restful or dramatic. 
Do you want it to be predomi­ 
nantly warm or cool? A good 
plan has few colors, usually 
no more than tw’o or three- 
in different values and intensi­ 
ties. Tho best color schemes 
grow 
from 
a 
dark color, a 
light color and a bright color. 
Black, white and grey are not 
considered color’s, but are of 
ten used to give a needed ac 
cent toff light or dark. Choose 
your favorite color if you do 
not need to consider the color 
or colors of furnishings which 


you must keep. Or select a 
picture 
or 
print 
which has 
your chosen color's and plan 
your scheme from that. Good 
proportion 
of 
the 
differeht 
colors 
is 
important.

traffic “death book”, showing 
for the year, a reduction of 
a total of 2,254 motorcides 
for the year, a reduction of 
eight per cent from the 1950 
toll. 
“While this tragic loss 
is 
still far too great, it is some­ 
what heartening to note that 
199 fewer lives 
were taken 
by traffic in Texas during the 
past year,” said Col. Homer 
Garrison Jr., DPS director. 
‘Texans proved during 1960 
that with a concerted effort 
on the part of the official 
agencies, 
private 
organiza­ 
tions and the general public, 
something can be done about 
the terrible tragedy of death 
by motor vehicle. 
“In some sense, 1960 was a 
noteworthy year in the cause 
of traffic safety i.n T e x a s 
The death toll was the lowest 
for any year since 1949 when 
1.957 wree killed. And based 
on 
the 
46.3 
billion 
vehicle 
miles 
travelled 
during 
the 
year, Texas had a death rate 
of 4.9-the lowest on record. 


“Texans should accept this 
improvement as a 
challenge 
for an even greater effort in 
1961 
to 
hold dowh 
traffic 
deaths and injuries and eco­ 
nomic loss. The beet single 
effort that can be put forth 
by every driver is to obey the 
safety laws and regulations, 
because in almost every ac­ 
cidents at least one violation 
is involved.” 
The 1960 report prepared 
by the DPS Statistical Servi­ 
ces 
division, 
indicated 
that 
most of the improvement in 
the motorcide toll occured in 
the rural areas. The break­ 
down showed an l l per cent 
reductions 
in 
rural 
areas, 
compared with a one per cent 
reduction in urban areas. 
A complete tabulation and 
analysis of 1960 traffic acci­ 
dents is being made by the 
division and a formal annual 
report will be ready for re­ 
lease by April I.
